County Raises 
Permit Fees 


By Jon Thompson 

Building permit fees for most of Crawford County will in- 
crease beginning January 1, 1985. 

The Crawford County Board of Commissioners voted 5-1 
to raise fees in nine of ten construction categories. 

Bruce Jones, building and zoning director for Crawford 
County, says the increased rates are still below what the 
state charges (see chart). He said if the county didn’t offer 
the service, the state would step in. 


The county issues building permits for the City of Gray- 
ling, Frederic Township, South Branch Township, Beaver 
Creek Township, and Maple Forest Township. Grayling 
Township and Lovells Township issue their own building 
permits. 

The current fee schedule the county operates under was 
adopted in October, 1980. 

In 1983, the building and zoning department took in 
$20,209 in license and permit fees plus $9,573 for service 
charges, for a total of $29,782 in revenues. 


Wages for two department workers and an electrical in- 
spector in addition to office supplies amounted to $32,174 in 
expenses in 1983. 


The county building and zoning department, in addition 
to building permits and inspections, handles zoning for 
Frederic, Maple Forest, South Branch, and Beaver Creek 
townships. The office also enforces Act 347 throughout the en- 
tire county except Camp Grayling. The act deais with erosion 
and flooding, and anytime soil is moved for a pipeline, sub- 
division, industrial site, or other projects, the county office 
becomes involved. Anytime soil is moved within 500 feet of 
water, the county also is involved. 

An entire list of the new fee schedule is available from 
the building and zoning office. The figures shown in the chart 
are average examples. Each building project is different and 
costs vary.

DNR Lists Five Contaminated f 
Sites for Crawford County (|

Five sites in Crawford County were listed in the 
second annual DNR proposed priority list for contam- 
inated sites. 

One site in Beaver Creek Township along Seven 
Mile Road ranked 45th out of 291 sites in group 1, the 
most seriously contaminated sites. 

The contamination comes from two pits containing 
residuals of propane gas. The waste was reportedly 
disposed on the state land with a land use permit by 
Modular Engineering at a time when the state and the 
company believed there would be no problems from 
the propane gas residuals. 

John Alford, of the DNR Groundwater Quality 
Division, said the contaminants, Benzene Toluene, 
Xylenes Ethyl Benzene, and Dichloroethane, have 
reached the groundwater but there are no wells near- 
by. He said the DNR is testing nine monitor wells to 
find the extent of the pollution plume, and Dow Chemi- 
cal, who bought facilities from Modular Engineering, 
is in the process of cleaning up the contamination. Dow 
has removed the contaminated soils in the two pits and 
will purge the groundwater until there are no detec- 
table levels of the pollutants. Whenever possible, the 
DNR encourages use of private funds or goes after 
responsible parties for clean-up because it is quicker 
than going through the state funding process. 

The Modular Engineering contamination site is 
located about two and a half miles west of Military 
Road on the south side of Seven Mile. 

The other four sites in Crawford County were rank- 
ed in group 2, as less dangerous. Group 2 sites were 
scored one to nine. Any site scoring ten or higher was 


moved to group 1 and further evaluations were done. 

A site located in Frederic was ranked a six in 
group 2. The DNR has installed six monitor wells from 
the corner of the blinker light in Frederic north to 
Leng’s and west to AuSable Woodworking property. 
The contaminants are Benzene Toluene, Ethylbenzene, 
and Xylenes but the DNR has been unable to pinpoint 
the source yet. Frederic Twp. Supervisor Harold Mer- 
tes said the storage tanks at Al Leng’s garage have 
been dug up already and they found no apparent leaks 
there. 

One Frederic resident replaced his own well and 
the public health dept. has been checking wells. Alford 
said the way the plume is moving west it shouldn’t en- 
counter any other wells. He is expecting to find the 
source of pollution when the latest test results are 
back. 

A Camp Grayling fuel oil leak scored an eight and 
is in the process of being cleaned up. The leak occurred 
near the MATES complex and the military has already 
removed the contaminated soil and the groundwater is 
being purged. The project is expected to be completed 
in 1985, 

An abandoned Shell Oil brine pit in Frederic Twp. 
in Section 10 near the Twin Peaks area is scored a five. 
Brine has contaminated the soil but has not yet 
reached the groundwater. There are no wells nearby. 

The Crawford-Otsego landfill was scored a two as 
heavy metals and other domestic and commercial 
pollutants have reached the groundwater under the old 
landfill. There are residential wells within 2000 feet and 
the DNR has monitor wells surrounding the entire

THE SIN OF SUICIDE

But 
suicide is the ultimate act of 
rebellion against a sovereign 
God. 

People who  cornmit 
suicide are either insane or 
totally absorbed with self 
will. They have lost control 
of their lives and can find no 
other solution which will 
leave them in control. 
Suicide is their final 
desperate act of the will to 
prove they can still bring 
some form of control upon 
the lives of others. They still 
love self more than anyone 
else. They do not care what 
happens to their mother, 
father, husband, wife, child- 
ren, neighbors, or friends. 
They use this one last exer- 
cise of the will to bring pity 
and sympathy from others 
they can’t control. 

Judas was a classic exam- 
ple of suicide. ‘‘Now this 
rnan purchased a field with 
the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, he burst 
asunder in the midst, and all 
his bowels gushed out.’’ Acts 
1:18. Judas had committed 
the horrible sin of betraying 
his best friend, Jesus Christ. 
Jesus called Judas his friend 
when he came to betray him 
with a kiss. Matthew 26:48- 
50. Judas could have asked 
for forgiveness, but he chose 
to hang himself. Matthew 
27:5. Judas committed his 
final sin of rebellion against 
Jesus Christ. 

In counseling persons who 
have considered suicide, 
escape is the great excuse 
they use. They describe 
suicide as the only way out of 
their troubles. But suicide 
does not free one from God. 
“Though they dig into hell, 
thence shall mine hand take 
them; though they climb up 
to heaven, thence will I bring 
them down: And though they 
hide themselves in the top of 
Carmel, I will search and 
take them out thence; and 


though they be hid from my 
sight in the bottom of the 
sea, thence will I command 
the serpent, and he shall bite 
them; And though they go in- 
to captivity before their 
enemies, thence will I com- 
mand the sword, and it shall 
slay them: and I will set 
mine eyes upon them for 
evil, and not for good.” 
Amos 9: 2-4. 

There will come a time 
during the Great Tribulation 
upon this earth when men 
shall attempt suicide and 
fail. ‘And in those days shall 
men seek death, and shall 
not find it; and snall desire 
to die, and death shall flee 
from them.” Revelation 9:6. 

Jesus Christ was even 
tempted by Satan with 
suicide in Matthew 4:5,6. All 
of us have had thoughts like 
this in times of discourage- 
ment and depression. Jesus 
Christ relied upon the Word 
of God for strength. 

The Philippian jailor con- 
templated suicide. Acts 
16:27. When Paul stopped 
him in Acts 16:28, The jailer 
asked the most important 
question any one can ask: 
“Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” Acts 16:30 ‘And 
they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy 
house.” Acts 16:31. Faith, in 
Jesus Christ is the answer to 
suicide.

The chairman of a special legislative 
committee reviewing state rules reported a 
lot of progress has been achieved in 
reducing regulatory burden on businesses, 
but said much more needs to be done and a 
permanent oversight committee will be 
" 6 required. 

Rep. Michael Griffin (D-Jackson), in 
releasing an interim report of the commit- 
tee’s action, also acknowledged several 
issues raised by businesses will remain 
unresolved because of policy differences 
with state government. 

Griffin said the biggest differences 
remain in the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

} “There is a wide gap between the depart- 
" ment’s policies and rules and the business 
section. It will take negotiations with the 
governor to resolve these issues,”’ he said. 

Among the more contentious of those, he 
said, is the DNR’s insistence that power 
plants use low-sulfur coal, which the depart- 
ment says is necessary to meet federal air 
quality standards. 

Utilities and businesses objected, with the 
Michigan Manufacturer’s Association say- 
ing, ‘This, most likely, is Michigan’s most 
expensive example of regulatory overkill.” 

Businesses said low-sulfur coal should be 
required only if ambient air quality stan- 
dards in specific areas cannot be met, while 
the DNR imposed a statewide standard to 
avoid competitive advantages. 

Griffin said utilities believe the DNR is 
being arbitrary, but added, ‘‘Some of these 
issues will not be resolved. We’re asking the 
governor’s Cabinet Council to get involved

Griffin said a lot of businesses’ problems 
with the DNR also involves middle manage- 
ment officials making decisions and im- 
posing requirements not supported by rules. 

REVIEW ASKED ON 
TELEPHONE CHARGES 

The U.S. Supreme Court was asked recen- 
tly by Attorney General Frank Kelley to 
review a decision by the federal court of ap- 
peals, which imposes monthly ‘‘end-user’’ 
charges on all business and residential tele- 
phone customers. 

In his petition, which was filed jointly with 
the public service commission of Wisconsin, 
Kelley charged that a 1983 decision by the 
Federal Communications Commission, 
upheld by the federal appeals court, which 
imposes $2 a month for every resident 
customer and $6 for each line used by a 
business customer, exceeded that com- 
mission’s authority. 

The charges are to help defray costs in 
providing long distance and the FCC subse- 
quently amended that order by deferring 
residential charges until June, 1989. 

Business charges went into effect just this 
past May. 

Kelley argued that the breakup of AT&T 
made telephone companies such as Michi- 
gan Bell local telephone companies, which 
are not subject to FCC requirements. 

The FCC rule, he contended, was im- 
properly applied to all local telephone users, 
regardless of whether they use long distance 
services.

Resources (DNR) wildlife 
biologists, making it the 
eighth largest firearm deer 
harvest in Michigan history. 

“An estimated one of 
every five firearm deer hun- 
ters brought home a deer 
states DNR 
Director Ronald OQ. Skoog. 
“Compared to past DNR 
figures, it is the sixth time 
that firearm deer hunters 
took more than 100,000 bucks 
in a season,” he adds. 

The 1984 deer harvest total 
of 129,000 includes 101,700 an- 
tlered bucks and 27,300 
anterless deer taken. In 1983, 
the firearm deer season har- 
vest totaled 119,000, with 
88,200 bucks and 30,800 an- 


Season Summarized 


lers than last year,” says 
George Burgoyne, DNR 
wildlife specialist. ‘This was 
anticipated, since last year’s 
buck harvest was down due 
to poor weather the first 
week of the 1983 season, with 
a resultant drop in hunt ac- 
tivity, leaving yearling 
bucks to be harvested this 
year as two-year olds carry- 
ing bigger antlers. In addi- 
tion,’ Burgoyne adds, “‘Jast 
winter and spring were 
reasonably favorable for the 
development of good racks 
on this year’s yearling 
bucks.” 

Estimates of the 1984 fire- 
arm deer season harvest, 
based on a survey by DNR’s 
Wildlife Division, include, in 
the Upper Peninsula, 18,700 
antlered deer and 2,200 ant- 
lerless deer; 57,000 antlered 
and 7,500 antlerless deer in 
the northern Lower Penin- 
sula; and 26,000 antlered and 
17,600 antlerless deer in 
southern Michigan. 

DNR’'s Law Enforcement 
Division reports eight fatali- 
ties resulting from firearm 
hunting accidents during the 
1984 deer hunting season. 


. This compares to six deer 


hunting fatalities in 1983. 

Some 27 non-fatal acci- 
dents related to deer hunting 
were reported for the 
season, caused by such fac- 
tors as careless handling of 
guns or carrying loaded fire- 
arms in vehicles. In 1983, 
deer hunting accidents 
reported totaled 38. 

A Law Enforcement sur- 
vey shows arrests made by 
DNR law enforcement of- 
ficers during the season 
amounted to 3,152, compared 
to 3,413 arrests made during 
the 1983 deer season. 

The survey also reported 
668 illegal deer were 
recovered this year by DNR 
law enforcement officers. 
Four hundred seventy-five 
illegal deer were recovered 
during the 1983 deer season. 

The total number of citizen 
calls received on DNR’s Law 
Enforcement “RAP” 
(Report All Poaching) tele- 
phone hotline (1-800-292- 
7800) in November, 1984 
alone, amounted to 2,803 
calls. Of those calls, DNR 
law enforcement officers in- 
vestigated 1,186 complaints.

Resource 
Review

Beaver and Otter trapping 
season is now in full swing. 
Winter weather has hope- 
fully held off long enough to 
enable trappers to get a good 
start on various rivers, 
ponds and lakes in the Coun- 
ty. 

Because of the rather 
severe beaver damage 
problem we face, this year’s 
regulations allow the trap- 
per more leeway in his ac- 
tivities. The season here 
runs from December 10 
through March 18, and may 
be extended or shortened by 
the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
to obtain the proper harvest. 
My guess would be an exten- 
sion in the spring, but we 
shall have to wait and see. 

One of the major changes 
in this year’s regulations 
aliows placement of traps on 
dams - until January 31, 
1985. After that time it will 
be unlawful to set a trap 
within three feet of adam. 

Another change is 
allowing traps to be placed 
within 50 feet of a beaver 
lodge, home or hole with 
proper written permission. 
These permits are available 
at the DNR District Head- 
quarters in Mio for certain 
areas where beaver have 
caused significant damage. 

Another regulation which 
has come about recently 
requires that any leg-hold 
trap which holds an animal 
alive must be tended daily. 
This is something a good 
trapper does anyway, so it 
would pose no burden. 

For the most part, the rest 
of the beaver/otter rules 
remain the same. You can 
obtain a copy of the Beaver/ 
Otter Trapping Digest at the 
Grayling Field Office.

Open Seasons and Catch Limits on 
Pike, Walleye, Sauger 

and Muskellunge 


Under the authority of Section 4, Act 230, P.A. 1925, 
as amended, being 300.4 of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws, the Natural Resources Commission, at its 
December 6, 1984, meeting rescinded its October 8, 1982 
order, No. CFI-112.82, Open Seasons and Catch Limits 
on Pike, Walleye, Sauger and Muskellunge, and order- 
ed that the following order become effective January 1, 
1985, and remain valid for a period of five years until 
March 31, 1990. 

It shall be unlawful to take the following named 
species except within the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed (statewide regulations apply unless other- 
wise restricted): 

Statewide open seasons on all waters not otherwise 
closed to fishing shall be from May 15 through 
February on walleye, sauger, northern pike, and 
muskellunge (including tiger muskellunge). The daily 
catch limit shall be five singly or in combination for | 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, 
and northern pike; one for muskellunge (including 
tiger muskellunge). 

The above regulations apply statewide except that 
walleye and suger may be taken at any time from the 
Detroit and St. Clair rivers, Lake St. Clair, and Lake 
Erie; and that muskelliunge in Lake St. Clair, St. Clair 
and Detroit rivers may be taken only from the first 
Saturday in June through December 15 of each year. § 
The daily catch on Lake St. Clair and the Detroit and 
St. Clair rivers shall be six singly or in combination for 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, 
and northern pike when the catch includes at least one | 
walleye or sauger. Also, the daily catch on Lake Erie 
shall be 10 singly or in combination for largemouth and 

smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, and northern pike 
when the catch includes at least five walleye or sauger. |

landfill. Steps are being taken by the two counties to 
cap the old landfill with clay to prevent further spread- 
ing of the contaminants. The DNR says more may have 
to be done at the landfill if the contamination con- 
tinues. 

The DNR held an information session Tuesday af- 
ternoon, December 11, and a public hearing Tuesday 
night at the Crawford County courthouse concerning 
the proposed priority list. Only about ten persons at- 
tended both of the hearings. 

After five public hearings throughout the state, the 
DNR will give recommendations to the Michigan legis- 
lature for funding of site clean-up. Not all sites on the 
list are recommended for funding. Federal ‘“Super- 
fund” monies, voluntary action from responsible par- 
ties, and successful legal action also help determine 
which sites are recommended for state funds. 

The legislature approved $24 million for contam- 
ination clean-up this year and DNR officials are expec-

This 
law was very similar to a 
1692 English law which had 
been intended for the protec- 
tion of loggers in New Eng- 
land. In 1853, the Courts 
reached a decision which 
ultimately added hundreds if 
not thousands of more log 
marks to the records. The 
Court held that a stream 
with a capacity for flotage 
was navigable and that all 
persons using it had equal 
rights. To the loggers, it 
meant that they could float 
logs down such rivers as the 
AuSable, Muskegon and the 
tributaries of the Saginaw 
without interference from 
landowners. It meant that 
timber along the stream and 
beyond were available for 
the mills. The stage was thus 
set for a period in Michigan 
history without equal before 
or since.

There seems 
to be evidence that it took 
place in the dry season before 
the arrival of winter. 

Scholars believe that the 
climate of Palestine today is

Because he wanted to re- 
main unknown, it is said he 
tossed the three bags of gold 
through a window, or as 
some like to tell it, down the 
chimney. Stockings were 
hung by the fireplace to dry, 
and one of the bags landed 
in a stocking. 


Light Tips 

How many lights do you 
need to sparkle up your tree? 
Multiply the height of the tree 
times its width times three. 
Then one-half of that total is 
the minimum number of 
lights you’ll want for your 
tree, 

A poorly-shaped tree can 
have a more symmetrical look 
by arranging the lights so that 
each string is clipped to the 
top and sweeps straight down 
tothe bottom. 

No matter what pattern of 
lights you use for your tree, 
always Start at the top and 
work down to the base. You 
will want to start near the tree 
trunk and then work outward.

Melt pieces of green, yel- 
low and blue candles in an 
empty coffee can. Melt red 
and pink ones in another 
can and white in another. 
Or you may use white wax 
or paraffin and melt a small 
piece of red crayon in one 


# can and green crayon in an- 


other. 

Poke a hole in the bottom 
of a paper cup with a safety 
pin. Stick a wick from an 
old candle down through 
the hole, letting about an 
inch poke out the bottom, 
making sure the other end 
of the wick extends beyond 
the top of the cup. 

Place the cup on news- 
paper. Pour about %”’ of 
melted white wax into the 
cup. (A little wax will come 
out the wick hole the first 
time.) Set the cup in a pan 
of cold water to harden. Be 
sure the wick stays in the 
middle as it hardens. When 
the wax doesn’t move as you 
tilt the cup, pour a layer of 
red. Harden. Pour another 
white layer, a green one, then 
a white and so on. 

Chill the finished candle 
overnight. Peel the paper 
cup off. Lay evergreen sprigs 
around the candle’s base for 
a Christmas centerpiece.

In Guatemala 


The principal Christmas 
decoration in Guatemala is 
the Nativity Scene. Christmas 
celebrations begin on De- 
cember 8 when all the bells 
in the town toll while the ef- 
figy of ‘‘the devil’ is burned. 

The townspeople now 
form a long procession which 
moves along as if it is look- 
ing for lodging. The figures 
of the Nativity scene are 
carried on the shoulders of 
some members. Half of the 
cotumn sings Christmas 
carols as the other half seeks 
lodging. 

When the lodging is final- 
ly found, a prayer is offered 
and the owners of the house 
serve a punch made of pine- 
apples, apples and alcohol. 

The image of the Christ 
Child carried in this proces- 
sion remains covered until 
December 24, On January 6 
the image is placed on a 
throne. 

A mass is conducted at 
midnight on December 24 
called the ‘‘Mass of the Roo- 
ster’’ because it is said that 
the rooster crowed when 
Christ was born. 

Children believe the gifts 
they are given on Christmas 
Day are given by the Christ 
Child, Every child is given a 
toy. Social organizations 
supply the poor with toys.

The decorating of the 
Christmas tree is said to have 
come from a pagan custom 
of decorating evergreens.
